Early this morning two policemen
were passing along Avenue de FOp-er- a.

When they arrived in front of
the Carmaux Mining Company they
saw close in front of them a curious
iron vessel resembling a saucepan.

The officers had been investigating
only a few minutes when the vessel
exploded with terrific force, instantly
killing two policemen and so terribly
wounding another that the doctors
say his recovery is impossible. Quite
a number of officers were in the sta-
tion at the time, and it is considered
miraculous that no more were killed.
' The windows of the building were
blown out, plastering was torn off,
and furniture broken and scattered
in every direction in fact, the whole
interior of the building was wrecked,
and so great was the force of the ex-

plosion that even the outer walls
were damaged.
